must, in’ the aggregate, have caused 
enormaus losses ta, Japanese traders. 
Most Japanese now admit that the pre- 
sentation of the Twenty-one .Demands, 
followed up by the Ultimatum of May 
7th, was not.only unjustifiable, but was 
‘an grievops blunder. And to that extent 
they justify the retaliatory measures 
adopted by the- Chinese. " Boycotting 
‘Japanese goods has now become a regular 
pastime of the student classes, but 
though they from time. to. time suceeed

ly, it has ceased to be a national move-

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THE. OPIUM PROBLEM. 


: “The ‘opiim problem, lika ‘many others, | 


has become definitely an “international 


problem, amenable only to orgazised in- oo 


ternational. action. “Like moat problems, 
it concerned at one time perhaps halfos 
dozen peoples. Again like moat. pro 
blems, it-baffed the forces of statesman- 


ship in the days when.only a few nations |. 
were involved, and thus it spread as|- 


international relationships became more 
complex and mare ‘intimate, uatil & great 
many were involved. To-day, as any- 
body must see at once from a study of 
the admirable book just’ published by o 
leading. American journalist (“ Opium,’” 
by John Palmer Gavit, Routledge, 19s. 


6d.), the only hope of putting on end |. 


to this scandal is-by the machinery of 
the League of Nations’ Mr. Gavit gives 
reasons for thinking that the total world 
production of raw opium is more than 
ten times the outside possible legitimate 
needs of the world. Ninety per cent., 
therefore, of this production is used for 
destroying health, power, mind, and 
character in the human race. - Against 
an evil so flagrant. as -this one. might: 
imagine -that «there would be Little diff- 
culty im organising the defonsive. powers 
of maak 

blem is’ full of complications. Several 
Governments derive ‘revenue from the 
opium crop (our own Grown. Coloay in 
the Straita-Settlements takes nearly half 
ita revenue from ‘this source), and they 
allege that "until the trade. is brought 
under control it is uselesa for one Clov- 
ernment to surrender ‘revenue with 
no hope of preventing illicit traffic. 
América, to her credit, has. given the 
world a lead in-this'respect by abolish- 
ing opium suioking in. the’ Philippine 
Islands at great sacrifice of revenue. 
Then, again, there is the difficulty creat- 
ed’ by disorder. In 1907 the British 
Government made’ an. offer to China 
under which the export of Indian opium 
to China was to-cease in ten years, the 
Chinese Government for its part under- 


taking to diminish jn Proportion’ the 


production and consumption of opium 
in China. The Chinese Government res- 
ponded, and.Sir John Jordan told the 
Opium Advisory Committee in 1933 that 
in 1917 China was practically free from 
opium cultivation. ‘Unhappily the col- 
lapse of effective government’ and the 
consequent anarchy brought back the red 
and white’ poppy in gteat force, “
